Through the thick veil which the 


British censorship has thrown about 
the events in India and Egypt, comes 
a statement that Xawab, Sultan Ul 
Mulk, the Nizam of Hyderabad, one 
of the most influential of the native 
princes, and s staunch supporter of 
the British has been deposed by his 
people. 


This development coming as one of 


the climaxes to successive reports of 
unrest, many of which have been sub- 
stantiated and admitted by the Brit- 
ish government, is said to be the lead- 
ing reason for Earl Kitchener's de- 
parture from 
England, which 
has 


been shrouded with mv.ch secrecy. 


It has been 
officially 
announced 
that the head of the British war of- 


Zealand and Auntralia, it has been re- 
ported that agents from Constantino- 
ple and Berlin have been conducting 
a persistent propaganda among the 
natives. 


The importance to the British of 
the reported downfall of the Nizam of 
Hyderabad, may be illustrated by the 
fact 
that at 
the 
critical 
moment 
when Turkey entered hostilities and 
the .Sultan called on all Mohamme- 
dans for holy war, the Nizam of Hy- 
derabad, head of the largest Moham- 
medan state in India, issued a man- 
ifesto to his people in which he de- 
clared it to be the duty of all Moham- 
medans in India to adhere to 
their 
British allegiance. 


The Nizam, who is one of the 
wealthiest native princes, also 
non- 
tribuated $2,000,000 to defray the ex- 
penses of the first Hyderabad 
im- 
perial lancers and the 20th Deccan 
horse, who were transported to serv- 
ice in Europe. 


Such Information as has come to 
Washington on these developments is 
of an unofficial 
character and 
inas- 
much as 
it does not 
come 
from 
sources which would be interested in 
spreading reports 
of disaffection 
in 
British territory, it has 
been given 
credence. 


Kitchener Selected. 


Eari Kitchener's selection for hold- 
ing Britain's oriental empire intact is 
viewed 
generally as 
having been 
caused by his long service in India 
and Egypt, his intimate knowledge of 
the 
native 
temperament, and his 
large personal following among the 
leaders of the natives. Earlier in the 
war the dissatisfaction in India and 
Egypt was evidently of such threat- 
ening proportions that use of Japan- 
ese troops was being

Resident Minor Students Must Pay 


Tuition Fees at IVIadison.

Madison, Nov. 9.—The"'fact that a 


student may have lived in Wisconsin 
one year, coming here from another 
state, may not entitle him. to.resident 
tuition rates at the" university if he is 
a minor, according to Attorney Gen- 
eral Owen's opinion to the business 
manager of the university today. 
A person who is a minor is pre- 
sumed to have his residence where 
his father lives, and if hia father is 
dead, where his mother lives, accord- 
ing' to the opinion. The attorney gen- 
eral points out that a student must 
be able to show that he is not de- 
pendent in any way upon his parents 
and that it is his intention to remain 
in Wisconsin. 
"It is my opinion that unless he is 
able to. bring 
some such order of 
proof, the presumption of his contin- 
ued residence in the state or place 
from whence he came in view of the 
fact that he has evidently been at- 
tracted to this state for the primary, 
if not for the sole purpose of attend- 
ing the university, is not overcome," 
is the opinion.

French Orders That Formerly Went to 


Germany Will Be Placed in 


American Plants.

New York, Nov. 9.—Five members 


of the French Industrial and Commer- 
cial commission 
landed here today 
from.' the steamship LaFayette, and 
said they came to arrange for the 
purchase at the conclusion of the war 
of at least $160,000,00& worth of struc- 
tural iron and steel, machinery and in- 
dustrial supplies. All supplies of this 
che-racter, they said, were formerly 
imported from Germany. The com- 
missioners said that while they are 
here primarily to purchase supplies 
necessary to reconstruct ana modern- 
ize French industries when the war is 
over, they will endeavor to establish 
reciprocal trade relations between the 
United States and France. 
The commission will make trips to 
virtually all the important manufac- 
turing centers, i .

New York, Nov. 9.—The fire In the 
P£ssenger steamer Rochambeau, which 
broke out after the liner left here last

News that the flre tn the reserve 
coal bunker of the Rochambeau had 
biren extinguished was received in a 
brier wireless message this morning 
from Captain Juham. It read: 
.», 'H-ave succeeded 
in extinguishing 
the flre and proceeding to Bordeaux. 
Ail well on board." 


The big French liner carried 671 
persons and a large cargo of war sup- 
plies. 
When the flre was discovered 
every effort was made to extinguish 
the blaze and Captain Juham, accord- 
Ing to a wireless message to officials 
yesterday afternoon, headed toward 
Halifax. 
He expressed hope that he 
would be able to conquer the flre and 
his message thia morning showed he 
had succeeded. 


Captain Juham did not indicate In 
his message the cause of the flre and 
company officials here were unable to 
say whether it was 
an 
incendiary 


blaze or developed by spontaneous 
combustion. The Rochambeau carried 
no high explosives, although there 
were 2,541 cartridges for small arms 
on board. 


The Rochambeau had 421 passen- 
gers, of whom forty were Americans, 
and carried a crew of 250.

WILSON'S VIEWS. 


Despite the fact that certain news- 


papers 
published in 
Germany de- 


nounce the address of President Wil- 
son in New York last week, as a di- 
rect slap at persons of foreign birth, 
in the United States, and a reply to 
the vote of the November election at 
which the voters in the states where 
elections were held showed their dis- 
approval of his methods, the average 
American citizen 
approves of 
the 


President's utterances and believes 
he has struck the right keynote. The 
"Hyphen Peril to America" Is a good 
name for the President's scholarly 
address and some of the salient points 
in his talk may be summed up in the 
following paragraphs: 


"The only things within our own 


borders that has given us grave con- 
cern in recent months has been that 
voices have been raised in America 
professing to be the voices of Amerl- 


• cans which were not indeed and in 
truth American, but 
which spoke 


alien sympathies, which came from 
men who loved other countries better 
than they loved America; men who 
were partisans of other causes than 
that of America and had forgotten 
that their chief and only allegiance 
was to the great government under 
which they lived. These voices have 
not been many, but they have been 
very loud and very clamorous. They 
have proceeded from a few who were 
bluer and who were grievously mis- 
led. 


"The vast majority of those who 


have come to take advantage of her 
(America's) hospitality have united 
their spirits with hers as well as their 
fortunes. These men who speak alien, 
sympathies are not their spokesmen 
but 
are 
the 
spokesmen of 
small 


groups whom it is high time the na- 
tion should call to a reckoning. 


"The chief thing necessary In Amer- 


ica * * * is that that real voice of the 
nation should send forth unmistakably 
and in majestic volume, in the deep 
unison of a common, unhesitating na- 
lional feeling. I do not doubt that up- 
on the first occasion, upon the first op- 
portunity, upon the first definite chal- 
lenge, that voice will speak forth in 
tones which no man can doubt and 
with commands which no man dare 
gainsay or resist. 


"There is another danger that we 


should guard against. We should re- 
buke not only manifestations of racial 
feeling here in America, where there 
should be none, but also every mani- 
festation 
of. religious and sectarian 


antagonism. 
It 
does not become 


America that within her 
borders, 


where every man is free to follow the 
dictates of his conscience and worship 
God as he pleases, man should raise 
the cry of church against church. To 
do that is to strike at the very spirit 
and heart of America. 


"Come, let us renew our allegiance 


to America, conserve her strength in 
its purity, make her chief among those 
who serve mankind, self reverenced, 
self commanded, mistress of all forces 
of quiet counsel, strong above all oth- 
ers in good will and the might of in- 
vincible justice and right."

MILITARY SYSTEM 


FOB DEFENSE IS 


URGED AT SESSION 


Secretary Breckinridge of War 
De- 


partment Speaks at National Guard 


Association Convention. 


[Bl- ASSOCIATED PBESS.] 


San Francisco, Nov. 9. — National 
defense, founded upon such a system 
as the administration's propose con- 
tinental army, offers the only possi- 
ble avenue of escape from compulsory 
military serve for all citizens and its 
attendant evils. Assistant Secretary 
Breckinridge of the war department 
declared today, addressing the annual 
Convention here of the National Guard 
Association. 


"In the first year," said Mr. Breck- 
inridge, "we have seen all the mani- 
fold resources of . nations welded into 
one instrument and subordinated to 
one will for the waging of war on a 
scale never before witnessed in his- 
tory. If the liberties of republics are 
to be maintained their military 
re- 
sources must be 
adequately ' trans- 
lated into military strength. For the 
first time in the history of our coun- 
try a settled and permanent military 
policy is proposed for the 
nation. 
There are those who say that it will 
not work. The answer is that it will 
have to work. 
A(nd, furthermore, 
that if it will not work, then nothing 
adequate can be had except under the 
compelling hand of a militarism that 
none of us desires to contemplate. 
I say to you that this proposed mil- 
itary policy, imperfect if it be, is the 
product of earnest patriots on whom 
our Constitution and the laws have 
Placed responsibility for working out 
just such a scheme. They have done 
their best. I appeal for your patriotic 
support, for if this result, which is the 
product of so much labor, of such in- 
finite 
counseling 
and 
conferences 
which has received the imprlmature 
of the president, of the heads of the 
legislative military committees and of 
the sober opinion of the press of the 
country, fails of adoption, then we 
lavesehaos, inaction and the continu- 
ing compromise of the safety of the 
sepublic."

favor, have dinned into the ears of 
the American public the now appa- 
rent need for expenslon and improve- 
ment of the land forces of the nation. 
Today as a national guardsman I pro- 
claim the credit that is due to the 
guard for nursing and keeping alive 
in this country an essential and reas- 
onable military spirit and apprecia- 
tion of the truths of military history 
when they were most needed." 
Swiss System. 
In outlining- the gigantic task of 


workin out an adequate military pol- 
icy for the nation the speaker said the 
Swiss military system was not adapta- 
ble to American needs, as the federal 
government could not control 
the 
school system of the country and the 
constitution provided for state troops 
while the Australian system 
would 
have taken too long a time to turn out 
trained soldiers. 
Faced with 
these 
problems, he added the originators of 
of the policy had fallen back upon 
what the president bad defined aa "a 
citizenry trained and accustomed to 
arms" and always ready to take the 
field.,' This, he said, was the theory 
upon which was founded the plan to 
organize a continental army of 400,000 
men. 


Secretary 
Breckinridge 
indicated 
that a new division of the general

manders of territorial departments of 
the 
regular army.

divided with states as a territorial 
unit of adminisration and by divisions 
as tactical units.

Raleigh, N.~C., Nov. 9.—A new and 
greater Europe growing out of the 
war now raging, with the peoples of 
the warring nations coming at last to 
a realization of the real liberty Amer- 
icans gained so long ago was pictured 
tonight by the Secretary of the In- 
terior, Franklin K. Lane, in an, address 
before the State Literary and! Histori- 
cal Association of North Carolina last 
night. 


"One half of the world is at war to- 
day, ' said the Secretary. "We look 
with, horror upon the inhumanity of 
human .nature and say to ourselves: 
'Is this all 
that 
Christianity 
has 
brought? Have we made no further 
progress than to make possible this 
reversion to the days of Attila? What 
has become of that sweet song of the 
brotherhood of man? 
Was it but a 
spiritual opiate sung to deaden the 
soul of a brutal world 
Whither has 
flown that sense of outrage against 
injustice, that men now die by the mil- 
lion because a prince was killed in 
Servia? 


"But these are the words of an 
unthinking despair Surely-our mem- 
ories have not failed 
us We 
must' 
loko back, look through this blinding 
storm of fire and see the Europe that 
was, and that will be again. 
Then 
there was to be seen a pillar of fire 
leading the multitude—England try- 
ing to regain her lands for lier peo- 
ple—Germany 
threatened 
with 
a 
transfer of political power from the 
few to 
the 
many — Russia slowly 
emerging from the middle ages with 
her groping Douma—Prance, la belle 
France, 
gentle, 
gracious, 
glorious 
France, living out 
the philisophy in 
^corporated in the first ten lines of 
our own Declaration of Independence. 
"Europe may burn up. Her people 
maj- be blasted by bankruptcy.' Her 
national lines may be bade to follow 
new channels. Her industries may be 
burled. 
Her sons may fall and the 
blood and the brain of- many an un- 
known Tolstoi, Beethoven, Pasteur or 
Darwin may fertilize, her 
shell-fur- 
rowed fields. She may set un for a 
day new standards of national great- 
ness. But these, all these, cannot de- 
stroy the passionate purpose of her 
people to own themselves, 
to flnd 
themselves and to decide for them- 
selves what chains they will bear and 
what sacrifices they will make. For 
chains and sacrifices must be; these 
mean social life, and only the anar- 
chist dreams of .a life 
without 
re- 
straints. But Europe knows that it 
may have what, we Americans long 
auq gained, that degree of freedom in 
which sacrifices is made,—consciously 
and proudly made—for those and to 
those with whom we have a common 
interest. And this is liberty.'

•h AS ajcllll?ax to a chase of over five 
hundred miles between Fred Oilman, 
police officer at Evansville, and James 
F. Powers, alleged criminal, Powers 
was arraigned in the municipal court 
here this morning on the charge of 
obtaining money under false pretences 
from the Bank of Evausville to the 
amount of fifteen dollars. Last Friday 
Fred Oilman passed through Jones- 
ville with a warrant for the arrest of 
Powers, and after chasing him through 
Wisconsin and Iowa and into Wiscon- 
sin again, made the arrest Monday at 
La Crosse, Wisconsin.

It is claimed these checks 
were obtained by forging the name of 
W. H. Layton and John F. Zeman.

Without hesitation she went to Ser- 
bia and remained until the scourge 
had passed. 
It was after this that the British 
landed - at the Dardanelles and she 
journeyed to Qallipoli in time to nnrse 
some of the wounded who are now vet- 
erans of that campaign.
